Foothills Health Unit Report 


Tuberculin testing of school 
children continued during the first 
quarter of 1958 with 674 children 
tested, 34 reactors being positive, 
according to the report of the 
medial.offie r of health, Dr. E. M. 
Rowland, made recently. Measles 
of a mild type were fairly wide¬ 
spread during this period with a 
few cases of scarlet fever and 
streptococcayl sore throat appear¬ 
ing. 

The nursing staff of the Foot¬ 
hills Health Clinic nmd» 126 school 
visits where they conducted 962 
examinations. Highest of the list 
of defects discovered concerned 
tieth, 170 being reported. De¬ 
fective vision was reported, in 101 
instances. School visits conducted 
by the medical officer of health 
totalled 14 with 211 examinations 
ugain indicating that faulty teeth 
was the largest single defect 
found. 

The tuberculin testing will be 
resumed with the new school term. 

An attempt to introduce pre¬ 


natal health clinics in the Vulcan 
district met with no interest. A 
start will be made with their 
clinics in other areas. Thirty-four 
infant" and child welfare clinics 
were held during the three months 
with a total of 36,30 consultations 
being held and 6,816 immunization 
doses administered. 

The sanitation department mad- 1 
265 inspections resulting in six 
premises being placarded as unfit 
for habitation. Two cafes were 
closed, three changed management, 
one property changed ownership 
and better conditions ore being 
arranged and a recently con¬ 
demned cafe was destroyed by fire. 
Sixteen unsatisfactory milk samp¬ 
les were discovered. 

By close co-operation with the 
Calgary District Planning Com¬ 
mission the health unit hopes for 
considerable jjjprovement in the 
standard of new buildings being 
constructed in the area.

Money problems are like the tooch-ache. When 
you have one it overrides all else. 

This might be the reason why farmers facing 
their own financial difficulties still look with 
jaundiced eye on the costly encouragemerit being 
given to the country’s tourist industry. 

Naturally those directly involved in the tourist 
trade stand to make their tidy profit or they wouldn’t 
be in the business, but it can also be a blessing in dis¬ 
guise for the farmer. 

W. Gordon Wood, President of the Canadian 
Tourist Association, made this point recently. He said 
that about 7,500,000 Americans came by car into 
Canada last year, to stay for more than two days. If 
each had been encouraged to remain for just another 
fifteen minutes to buy a fried egg sandwich, they 
would have consumed an extra 625,000 dozen eggs, 
750,000 loaves of bread and 120,000 pounds of butter. 

From the point of view of the farmers this could 
become pretty big business. Farmers are not generally 
directly concerned with the tourists themselves, but 
their moral support for the tourist industry and its 
development would not be at all misplaced. A tourist 
is an unusual animal, with a hearty appetite for food 
and goods, who buys almost anything and competes 
with the farmers for almost nothing.

When Trans-Canada Air Lines puts its six DC-8 Jetliners 
in service in 1960, each aircraft will accommodate 127 
passengers—28 First Class and 99 Economy.

The re-ult is 
that thon.-ands of tons of our best 
top soil now till road and drainage 
ditches, or arc piled along fence 
rows. These deposits are only the 
roarscr particles of soil. Countless 
tons of the liner -oil particles have 
been carried away bv the wind. This 
represents a tremendous lo-s to ue-t¬ 
ern agriculture’. And worst of all it 
is a lo.-s which could have been 
largely prevented if the -oil drifting 
control measures developed during 
the "30'.-” had been consistently 
u.-ed by western farmers.
